Goldra Crowns Held Aloft—The Croi* of 


Tapers—How the Bride Was Given Away 
and Other Detail! of the Pretty Cere- 
mony. 
Immediately north of and adjoining 


Sitka is one of the largest and most at- 
tractive Indian villages in Alaska. In 
summer, when employment at the sal- 
mon canneries is abundant, nearly all 
the able bodied men and their families 
are off some one hundred and fifty miles 
engaged in fishing, leaving, perhaps, not 
more than four hundred of all ages and 
sexes behind at the village. About the 
1st of October they begin to flock back 
for the winter. 


Fully one-half of the adults have been 


brought under the influence of the 
Greco-Russian church, which is main- 
tained in Alaska by money paid from 
the imperial treasury at St. Petersburg, 
and which church and its property are 
protected by the terms of the treaty of 
cession. 


JUST LIKE ROYALTY. 


Last night the people of Sitka witnessed 


a Uto ceremony in the Cathedral of St. 
Michael's fully as interesting as the mar- 
riage of the Duke of Sparta and the 
Princess of Germany. The bride and 
groom were pure blooded Alaskan Indi- 
ans of the adjoining village. It is inter- 
esting to know that while the influence 
of civilization has w iped out the practice 
If buying and selling young girls as 
tvives among these people, in common 
with the practice among the North 
American Indians, whom these people re- 
semble in only a few respects, still a 
valuable consideration enters into the 
transaction in all cases now, which 
ehows the origin of the latter. The Alas- 
kan Indian has no ponies for gifts to the 
parents of tlie bride, but as blankets here 
are badges of wealth, as ponies are 
among the plains Indians, he bears gifts 
of blankets as tho consideration for the 
bride. 


The Cathedral of St. Michael's, though 


a wooden structure erected over fifty 
years ago, is in an excellent state of pres- 
ervation, and its interior is arranged and 
embellished with all the gorgeous appur- 
tenances which belong to the churches 
of that communion. The wedding took 
place at 0 o'clock, nearly three hours 
after dark. Tho church was brilliantly 
lighted by nearly a thousand candles, 
the \\ indows and the lantern of the cu- 
pola being studded with them. 


According to universal custom the 


bride must be given away by some rela- 
tive. Tho groom, a rather good looking 
young Indian, plainly and decently 
dressed, entered the west door of the 
church aud took a position in the center 
of the floor about ten feet from the door. 
In about half an hour afterward a knock 
was heard at the same door, when it was 
opened by an usher and the bride en- 
tered, dressed in pure white, with a 
wreath of artificial flowers as a sort of 
chaplet. The complexions of both are as 
brown as a chestnut. Tlie person who 
gave the bride away placed her on the 
left of the groom. 


In the meantime the gorgeous altar 


screens were thrown open and the priest, 
in heavy robes, incrusted with gold and 
silver lace, was observed celebrating that 
part of tlie mass pertaining to that part 
of the ceremony. Large lighted candles 
were then placed in the hands of the 
bride and gloom, and the priest, beariag 
a lighted taper and the missal, came 
from, behind the altar, and from the 
brilliantly lighted sanctuary, which no 
woman is ever allowed to enter, ap- 
proached a small desk in front of the 
altar screen and rear' a portion of the 
ritual in Russian, and again repeating it 
in English and Thinklet. This portion 
concluded, in which the choir overhead 
joined in singing, he proceeded to the 
spot where tho expectant couple stood, 
and crossing his hantib with theirs, and 
each holding their tapers so as to form a 
cross, lie continued his recital of the 
ritual, the choir making responses. 


At this point the bride and groom 


placed their rings in his hands, and keep- 
ing the hands of all three in the form of 
a cross, he led them forward to a small 
dais in front of the desk. Tlie bride was 
attended by two women dressed in white, 
and the groom by a like number of 
young men of his own race. While the 
procession thus advanced to the daia the 
ritual was chanted by the priest, the 
responses being made in the choir. Tho 
priest took his place behind the desk, 
and for half an hour intoned the words 
of the ritual, first in Russian and then 
from an English translation made by 
Bishop Vladimar, of San Francisco. 


CNDKR THE GOLD CEOWNS. 


Two heavy gold crowns were then 


placed upon the heads of the bride and 
groom, and the rings which had received 
the blessings of the priest before the 
bride and groom were conducted to the 
dais were restored to the latter, the ring 
worn by the bride when she entered the 
church being placed on one of the fingers 
of the groom, and the one worn by the 
groom placed on the appropriate finger 
of the bride. The intonation of the 
ritual proceeded for another half hour, 
the massive and beautiful golden crowns 
being held above the heads of the bride 
and groom by the attendants, each tak- 
ing turns. 


At last the bride and groom passed 


around the outer altar three times and 
halted again in front of the reading desk. 
Now the groom saluted the bride, and 
the ceremony was at an end, and the 
parties were so inseparably united for 
life that no divorce recognized by the 
church can sever them. The church was 
filled with people. There are no seats 
or pews in the cathedral, and all stood 
during tho entire ceremony. About a 
dozen white gentlemen and ladies were 
spectators, and the rest, about 200, were 
native men, women and children,—Sitka 
Letter hi Washington Post 


A Valuable Uttle Hill. 


There is a Uttle hill in Queensland, 


only a few hundred feet high, which is 
attracting deserved notice, because ii 
has made Queensland the greatest gold 
producing colony in Australia. It was 
not known until five years ago that 
Mount Morgan, as it is called, was worth 
anything, but it would take millions of 
money to buy it now. 
The original 


stock of the company, organized to dig 
out the inside of Mount Morgan, is now 
worth, at the market price, about ?8,000,- 
000, and the mine is supposed to be the 
richest in the world. 


The strangest thing about Mount Mor- 


gan is that it was evidently made by 
geysers or hot springs, like those in the 
Yellowstone park, a formation that has 
not hitherto been regarded as valuable. 
But there is more gold distributed 
through this rocky mass to the square 
yard than is being dug out any- 
where else; and the beauty of it is the 
gold increases in quantity the deeper the 
miners go, and nobody knows when this 
fabulous wealth will be exhausted. This 
little hillock is now yielding an average of 
$180,000 of pure gold a week. Mr. Luiu- 
holtz, well known for his travels among 
the cannibals of Australia, says a friend 
who paid $5,000 for one share of stock 
now enjoys an income from the mine of 
$10,000 a year. But the luckiest fellows 
ar» those who got in on the ground floor 
and have been made very wealthy by 
their fortunate strike.—New York Sun.

to let the human race know what was 
tiieir final destiny, but rather impressed 
the troth that right living and a true 
character here was the great considera- 
tion. Our citizens who fail to hear the 
remainder of these sermons will miss 
hearing the subject of the future life 
considered by one who has evidently 
devoted to it a life of thought and who 
brings to this discussion remarkable 
ability.

SEWER LEGISLATION. 


Ordinances Adopted by the City 


Council—Two Sessions. 


SATUBDAY NIGHT. 


The special meeting of the city coun- 


cil held Saturday night to consider the 
new sewer district ordinances was at- 
tended by all of the aldermen except 
Simpson and Park. The ordinances for 
the Union and Jasper street sewers, and 
for the extension of the Wikoff sewer.were 
read by Clerk Betzer.but as there was no 
provision made for the amount the city 
would be required to pay, a prolonged 
discussion arose which con tinned with be- 
wildering variations until the midnight 
hour, when the council adjourned with- 
out passing either of the ordinances. It 
baa been understood that the city would 
pay 25 per cent of the total cost, and the 
property owners 75 per cent, but a diffi 
oulty arose in preparing the ordinances, 
as it became apparent that the amount 
could not be fixed until the commission- 
ers had made a report. The commis- 
sioners first assess the benefits. Possibly 
they would make the city's share greater 
or less—hence the difficulty in adjusting 
the matter Saturday night. In the dis 
cussion City Attorney McDonald, Ex 
City Attorney Mills, Aid. Moran, Graham 
Soanlan, Shoemaker, Finn and Ex-Alder 
man Muzzy took part. 
Aid. Moran 


offered a resolution that the city be re 
quired to pay 33 per cent of total cost. I 
was defeated. Aid. Finn presented tb 
following amendment to section 9 t 
obviate the question which had bee 
under discussion all night: 
"Provide 


that no contract shall be let for the con 
strnction of said improvement until tb 
assessment roll to be made by the cour 
shall be confirmed by said court, bn 
no appeal from such decision shall pn 
vent the letting of the contracts."

MONDAY'S SESSION. 


Although the hour filed for the meet- 


ing this morning was 9 o'clock, it was 
almost 10 when tho aldermen reported 
for duty, all being present except Park 
and Simpson. After considerable spar- 
ring the council got down to work, the 
rules being suspended on motion of Aid. 
Metz, and on motion of Aid. Finn the 
consideration of the Union street sewer 
ordinance was taken up. The sections 
from 1 to 22 were read and considered, 
and after discussion all were adopted. 


The next ordinance was that for n 


sewer on Jasper street. The sections up 
to 13 were adopted, and on motion of 
Aid. Finn an amendment was adopted 
providing for the appointment by the 
mayor of some competent person as in- 
spector of material and work who shnl 
not be entitled to more than "three dol- 
lars per day." Section 15, which desig- 
nated the territory to be drained by the 
sewer and thereby might be construed as 
the formation of a district, which certain 
aldermen were "dead agin," was stricken 
out. An attempt was made by Finn to 
strike out the names of F, W. Hardy and 
I. W. Ehrnmn us two of the commission- 
ers and the names of A. T. Kieley and W. 
T. Briggs inserted, did not receive a sec- 
ond, and the section wns adopted, just as 
the eame provision in the Union street 
ordinance WHS adopted, in spite of tlie 
objection of Aid. Finn. The remaining 
sections were adopted. 


The Broadway street sewer was next 


taken up, and its various sections adopt- 
ed with trilling amendments. The coun- 
cil then took up the Wikoff sewer, which 
was rend section by section and adopted. 
The council then proceeded to vote for- 
mally on the ordinances, and they were 
adopted unanimously, so that the sewer- 
age matter is disposed of—so fur ns legic- 
liition is concerned.

moral balance of education will be re- 
stored, and material, political and moral 
progress will move forward together.—

Smyrna is the approach and the key

—a valley of some fifty miles skirting 
the northern bank of the Meander, and 
with a width at ito widest of scarcely 
more than five miles.
